CHAPTER 66.

AN ACT to amend section 78.04 of the statutes, relating to forms
prescribed by the state treasurer on the collection of the gaso-
line tax.

The people of the Stale of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcrioN 1. Section 78.04 of the statutes is amended to read:
78.04 Each and every dealer in motor vehicle fuel who is now
engaged, or may hereafter engage, in his own name or in the
name of others, or by or through representatives or agents in this
state, in the sale of motor vehicle fuel, shall, not later than the
fifteenth day of each calendar month, render to the state treas-
urer on forms prescribed, prepared and furnished by said state
treasurer, a sworn statement of the number of gallons of motor
.vehicle fuel sold by him or them during the preceding calendar
month, and also on forms prescribed by the state treasurer a
statement showing the amount of gasoline purchased, the name
of the company from whom purchased, the initials, number
and gallonage of each car purchased during the preceding month,
and any additional information deemed mecessary by the state
treasurer. Such statements shall be sworn to by one of the prin-
cipal officers in case of domestic corporations; by the resident
general agent or agents, attorney in fact, or chief accountant or
officers in case of a foreign corporation; by the managing agent
